Another chapter in the serial 
of Picton’s A & P construction 


Following the story of the new A and P 
store to be built on Picton’s Main Street, 
is like waiting for the next installment in 
a serial. 


During past weeks, there have been 
rumors flying around that the store 
would not be built...that it would be 
drastically different than previously 
planned...that it was being postponed. 


Last week, in the Picton Gazette, there 
was an editorial headed up ‘Squelch 
those Lies’, in which readers were 
informed that what had happened was 
that the Aand P company was seeking to 
make a change in the new store and was 
seeking permission to build a partition. 
or possibly two, at one end of the store 
which would, in effect, create another 
store.This would not be used for a retail 
outlet which would oppose any of the 
existing merchants but the space or 
spaces would, if permission was 
granted, be used only by a service 
facility such as a bank or trust company. 


Council, said the Gazette, had given 
its approval. 


Well, the Gazette was right. But that 
was last week and now the situation has 
changed again. 


‘Presently the A and P want to go back 
to their original proposal,’ Picton town 
clerk, Graham Lodge, told the Scanner 
on Monday. 


Back in November, 
hearing in Picton, the Ontario 
Municipal Board gave qualilfied 
approval to a re-zoning application 
which would make possible the 
construction of A and P’s $2 million, 


30,000 foot square supermarket, by 
changing adjacent land in the Amelia, 
Agnes and Washburn area from 
residential to commercial. A formal 
order of approval was not to be granted 
until the OMB had been notified that a 
proper site plan had been executed with 
Town Council...and the content of the 
site plan was to be substantially the same 
as the proposals brought out at the 
November OMB hearings in Picton. 


So that brings the ‘serial’ readers upto 
where the situation stood on Monday. 


Bugs, stones and even some fish 


came through dirty water pipes 


Canada Pipeline Cleaning Ltd. has 
been running into some problems with 
Deseronto water pipes ... and the 
operation of flushing the system isn’t 
going as smoothly as expected. 


To clean the pipes, swabs are 
launched into one fire hydrant, pushed 
through by water pressure and retrieved 
at the next hydrant. 


Before the swabbing was started, the 
hydrants were taken apart to make sure 
they were in good shape. But it isn’t the 
hydrants, it’s the pipes themselves that 
have caused the delays. Some pipes 
have been found to be plugged so 
tightly with dirt and other debris that 
there is no way for the swabs to be 
pushed through until the pipe has been 
cleaned out. 


Even when the pipes are fairly clear, it 
takes a lot of pressure to push the 12- 
inch-wide swabs through the eight-inch 
hydrant opening which narrows down 
to six inches and then to about 41.It 
takes about 125 pounds of pressure. 
Power is supplied by the truck which 
acompanies the swabbing crew. 


Originally, the operation was to start 
in the section from St. George and Main 
to the corner of Main and Centre and 
going north, up to Centre and Dundas, 
then out to the east end.Centre Street 
was the dividing line. * 


The delay has been causing some 
confusion to the water users. In some 
businesses on Main Street, the water has 
been going off and on. In the town hall, 
for example, the water was off for 
several days and some businesses have 
been notified twice that the flushing of 
their system would take place the next 
day. 


However, town hall flushing was 
finished late Monday night, and the 
operation is getting back on schedule. 


So water users will know what to 
expect, you can continue to use the 
water in your house until the cleaners 
have been in. They will shut off the 
electric power or gas supply to the hot 
water tank, then connect a hose to the 
drain on the tank and flush the drain 
while the hot water tank is draining. All 
other taps and water outlets will be 
opened and allowed to flow until a 
solution of disinfectant flows from the 
outlets. A yellow tag is affixed to the 
water pipe near the hot water tank, and 
red tape will be wrapped around each 
tap or outlet. When each tap and outlet 
has been flushed free of disinfecting 
solution, the red tape is removed and a 
piece of green tape substituted.

Hydro giving answers 


Ontario Hydro has been getting 
questions..‘Now that the expropriation 
has been approved for the Lennox to 
Oshawa 500 kv power line, when does 
expropriation start?’ 


To keep affected property owners 
informed of developments, Hydro’s 
public relations office for the Eastern 
region is going to be sending out a 
monthly newsletter. 


‘Line projects which extend over a 
period of several years present 
communication problems,’ PR officer 
Norm Manning said. ‘After approval for 
expropriation has been received, very 
little activity will take place for several 
months.’ 


The Lennox-Oshawa power line and 
the Lennox to Mt.Pleasant Jct. work are 
covered in the first information sheet to 
go out. 


In some cases, Hydro will be asking 
property owners’ permission to enter 
their lands early, along the Lennox- 
Oshawa line, in order to begin and 
complete the job as soonas possible. No 
construction activity will begin prior to 
Hydro obtaining permission for early 
access or full legal possession. 
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EDITORIAL 


Some interesting facts have been 
brought out in an editorial in the 
Toronto Star following a report from the 
National Council of Welfare, which 
indicated Canada is.taking from the 
poor and giving to the rich. 


Low wage earners are paying more 
into plans like the Canada Pension Plan 
and Unemployment Insurance than 
high-income earners and are getting 
less back in benefits. 


For example, a man with a wife and 
two children, earning $6,000 a year, pays 
$90 into the Canada Pension Plan. 
Because, at his pay level, he pays no 
income tax, he gets no tax deduction. At 
current figures, he’s entitled to a 
pension of $112.48 a month. 


But, if he were earning $50,000 a year 
he would contribute $169.20 into the 
pension plan his tax deduction would 
be $87.71, so he would end up making a 
net contribution of only $81.49. but his 
pension entitlement would be $194.44 a 
month. 


Unemployment insurance works out 


badly for the poor-income fellow too. 
The $6,000 a year worker would pay $90 
into the fund, get no tax deduction 
benefit, and be entitled to only $76.92 if 
he was laid off, the editorial points out. 


The fellow making $50,000 a year 
would pay $187.20 into the fund, get a 
tax deduction of $97.04 leaving a net 
payment of $90.16. but, if he lost his job, 
he’d get $160 a week unemployment 
insurance. 


The National Council of Welfare is a 
citizen advisory body to Welfare 
Minister Monique Begin. The report, 
recently released, shows that the gap 
between rich and poor in Canada has 
remained virtually unchanged since 
1951, despite the existence of programs 
such as the Canada pension, UIC, family 
allowances and old age security ... that 
cost billions of dollars and are supposed 
to help lift the poor out of their poverty. 


It looks as if our tax system could stand 
some renovation. Making Canada 
pension and UIC contributions non- 
deductible could be a start.

No, she doesn’t jump over 
buildings..or the moon..and she 
doesn’t see spies miles away, and she 
doesn’t knock out bad guys with ne 
blow of her hoof...but she does chew 
her cud, moo and give off radio 
signals. 


She’s been introduced to make 
artificial insemination more feasible 
in beef production. 


Beef cattle may range over 
hundreds of acres. When to bring 
them in to be bred is a problem. So, 
researchers have come up with small 
radio transmitters equipped with 
sensory probes. These are either 
placed surgically deep in the body to 
measure temperature changes in 
reproductive organs, or attached to 
the ear with a sensory probe running 
into the ear canal to measure brain 
temperature. The information is 
transmitted continuously by radio 
signals to the lab at the research 
station. 


Research is still at a very early - 


stage, but radio-equipped bionic cows 
may ome common, scientists at 
Agriculture Canada’s Alberta 
research station believe.

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An early ducking 
in cold Humber 


Jack deBoer and Terry Kimmett have 
the distinction of being the first 
Deseronto boys to go swimming this 
season...but they didn’t do it on 
purpose. 


They were among eight members of 
the Venturers who took part in a 
marathon canoe race on the ‘white 
water’ of the Humber River on Saturday, 
and they were the only two from 
Deseronto to get dumped out. 


it was the first marathon canoe race 
the boys have taken part in, in fact, the 
Deseronto Venture group is pretty new 
entirely. Many of the boys were Scouts, 
before they moved up to Venturers and 
their leader, Lou Hird, ‘got drafted’ to 
move up with them.

located on the shores of Buckhorn Lake, 
north of Peterborough, is showing an 
exhibition of works by native Canadian 
artists, in particular the Ojibwa painter 
Norman Knott and stone carver Joseph 
Jacobs, from May 6 to June 12.

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Open water at last. Along Prince Edward County’s shoreline, the ice is finally breaking up. It’s been a long winter and the ice is thick. 


County made it on 
two power lines 


Prince Edward County people can 
breath a sigh of relief...they made it 
through the winter on their reduced 
sources of hydro power. 


Back in Febraury, when the break 
occurred in one of the two 44,000 volt 
subway cables bringing power into the 
county, and Hydro reported that it 
could not be repaired until April, at the 
earliest, there were fears that if another 
power line went the county could be in 
real trouble. 


‘We were lucky,’ Norm Manning, 
Hydro Public Relations officer, 
Belleville, said. ‘We had a couple of 
dicey times. There were some outages 
but they were not directly related to the 
cable problem.’ 


Work has notstarted yet on pulling up 
the 44,000-volt submarine line for 
repairs. A replacement cab leis on order 
but has not been received yet. And the 
ice is still too thick to start the work. 


” We need a barge to do the work, and 
it has to get through the water,’ 
Manning said. ‘The ice is a little later 
breaking up this year.” 


Metcalfe break in 
nets cash 


Some time between 7 p.m. and mid- 
night, Monday night, thieves smashed 
in the back door of Metcalfe Foods in 
Deseronto and entered the cafeteria on 
the second floor. 


Apparently they weren't after any of 
the tools or equipment...just money. 
Three of the five vending machines 
were pried open and the cash taken. 
The machines belong to a firm in 
Belleville. 


‘They didn’t seem to be in any hurry 
because theytook the time to hacksaw 
locks off some of the lockers too,’ plant 
supervisor Elmer Daley said. 


Deseronto police called the OPP in 
Belleville and finger prints and photos 
were taken. 

This is the second time a break-in has 


taken place. About a year ago, thieves 
got money from the machines too. 
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Deseronto’s Chief 


After 10 years of service with the 
Deseronto Police, Chief Carl Beattie has 
handed in his resignation for personal 
reasons. 


~ The fact that the police force has been 
reduced by one man has no bearing on 
my resignation,’ he told the Scanner. 
‘The three-man system has worked well 
and can continue to do so.’ 


Holidays and training days could bea 
problem, he agreed, pointing out that if 
Deseronto has to pay police time and a 
half overtime, to keep someone on duty 
24 hours a day, seven days a week, it 
could cost as much as to have an extra 
man. But, he added that the force had 
worked for eight years as a three-man 
force and, in that time, almost 
continually had someone away at 
college for training. 


‘Salary is not a problem either,’ he 
said. ‘And present negotiations had 
nothing to do with my resignation.’ 


of Police resigns 


He is not on the policemen’s 
association and has no bargaining rights, 
but, he said he has always been given 
the same percentage increase the 
policemen get. 


His resignation takes effect the end of 
July, ‘But | won't be around much after 
the end of June. I’ve bought a cottage 
and intend to spend some time there.’ 


He expects to have his June report 
and the 6-month report finished and 
‘everything ready for the new man’. 


Chief Beattie has been very active 
with the young people in the 
community and knows most of them by 
name. He is also a member of the Lions 
Club, the Masonic Lodge and is on the 
board of the Anglican Church. 


He joined the Deseronto police force 
in February of 1968, after three years in 
the army and other employment. He 
was promoted to chief in 1970.

The zoning of the property adiacent 
to county road 15, Sophiasburgh, where 
the old Edgewater Canning Factory 
once operated, is back in the news 
again 


For the past six months, it has been 
zoned as industrial M2, and has been 
used by Fern Cote of Atlantic Vehicle 
Fab ricators and Fern Cote 
Development Limited as a terminal for 
trucking steel from Hamilton to 
Montreal and for manufacture of truck 
trailers 


When the purchase of the property 
for this purpose went through, a 
number of township residents 
presented a petition to Sophiasburgh 
Council, protesting the zoning category 
for the property. The petition was too 
late and was turned down 


At that time, one resident 
commented, ‘We missed the boat this 
time. How can we prevent this in 
future?’ 


Now the FOR SALE signs have gone 
up on the property again, and another 
petition is being circulated by Robert A. 
Williams of RR 2, Picton. 


‘The volume and weight of the truck 
traffic on the Northport Road is 
terrible,’ Mr. Williams says. ‘Our house 
shakes and you can hear them gearing 
for a long distance.’ 


‘There are a lot of retired people who 
came here for peace and quiet. 


‘One of the reasons given for wanting 
the company to come here was that it 
would supply jobs locally,’he said but he 
didn’t think much employment had 
been brought into the township 
because of the company. 


‘If Fern Cote is o ut of business, we 
don’t want the licence to operate 
vehicles sold to another firm,’ he said. 


The petition, in the form of a letter to 
the chairman of the Ontario Highway 
Transport Board reads, in part: 


‘We, the undersigned, wish to lodge a 
formal protest to stop any further 
activity of the possible future movement 
of freight and trucks up to and including

Whistle at Rathbun’s Big Mill brought fire horses running 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The last nine of the old 
fire hydrants in Deseronto were 
removed during the past year, as the 
system was up-dated to accommodate 
the new water service for the town. 


Hydrants have been around in 
Deseronto as far back as the early 1900's. 
Tracing their history brought out some 
interesting information about fire- 
fighting in past years which we thought 
our readers might like to know. 


Ho eeeneeeeeneeeee 


Back in the early 1900's, when the 
whistle at Rathbun’s Big Mill blew the 
fire alert, it was an exciting sight to see 
the horse-drawn truck come ‘like a bat 
out of hell’ out of the fire station next to 
the hardware store on Main Street. 


‘When the whistle went, it was like a 
party line phone,’ Stan Blake of 
Northport Road recalls. ‘So many 
whistle toots for noon...for quitting 
time...for a fire in the east end...ora fire 
in the west end of town.’ 


‘It was all horses then,’ Don Gault of 
Prince Street said, ‘but you're going 
back 60 years and it’s hard to 
remember.” 


He did remember a lot of things 
though. His father owned a livery stable 
and supplied horses for the engines. 
Sam Allan, who ran alivery stable where 
the feed store is nowalso provided fire 
horses. 


‘There were two horses on the fire 
truck, and | used to drive it,’ Mr. Gault 
said. 


‘They had hydrants then ,’ Mr. Blake 
said. ‘The Rathbun company had to 
have water and hydrants with all that 
lumber and warehouses.’ 


‘There was a hydrant right outside our 
house. It had a tap on it and my job, asa 
kid, was to fill up out there and bring the 
water in. In case the hydrant froze up, 
there was a key on it and we'd put down 
a hot poker.’ 


‘There was another hydrant at Dorey’s 
corner, right beside the street light. The 
light was like a coach lantern, only 
bigger, and the man wholitit had atwo- 
wheel cart with a ladder.’ 


‘When the whistle blew the fire alarm 
for a particular part of town, certain 
volunteers would go. They would head

They pay $24.78 a year in taxes for the 
lateral into their property from the 
trunk line and 24 cents a foot frontage 
annually for the trunk line itself, 


The $24.78 a year has to be paid for the 
next forty years, At the time the sewers 
went in, people were given a choice of 
paying $320 immediately and having 
payments over with, or paying $24,78 a 
year - that adds up to about $1,000 at the 
end of 40 years. 


There are, roughly, 200 sewer 
connections in town. Two years ago, 
there were about 35 properties still not 
on sewers. Now there are about 12.

dirt found in Deseronto’s water mains 


Eric Gustafson of Centre Street is not 
surprised that the Canadian Pipeline 
Cleaning Limited has run into problems 
with plugged water mains, which had 
caused delays in flushing for the new 
water system. 


‘We always had the problem of trying 
to keep the mains halfway clean. The 
hydrants were flushed regularly, but it 
was almost impossible,’ Mr. Gustafson 
said, and he should know. He was with 
the Deseronto Public Utilities from 
January 2 of 1955 until his retirement in 
March of 1976. 


Mayor King supports 
Taylor’s nomination 


Donald King, Mayor of Picton, has 
announced his supprt of James Taylor in 
his bid for the Conservative nomination 
in the new Federal riding of Prince 
Edward-Hastings. 


The new riding is comprised of all of 
Prince Edward County together with the 
four south-easterly townships in 
Hastings County, the Village of Tweed, 
the Town of Deseronto and the City of 
Belleville. 


In backing Mr. Taylor, Mayor King 
emphasized that Taylor was well known 
in every part of the new riding and had 
demonstrated over the years his ability 
as an outstanding parliamentarian, 
skilled negotiator in Federal-Provincial 
conferences and an experienced 
Cabinet Minister. 


‘Jim Taylor is very sensitive to local 
issues,’ Mr. King said,‘and has a deep 
understanding of people and their 
needs.’ 


‘The intake pipes were in such shallow : 


water. Naturally , in windy weather, the 
bottom is stirred up and it was 
impossible to screen it completely. If 
too fine a screen was used, the intake 
would be constantly having to be 
cleaned.’ 


‘Where it will be coming in from now, 
out in the Reach, it will relieve the 


problem and filitration can handleit,’ he 
said 


Back in the early '60's, a boil order 
came into effect in town. ‘The water was 
tested regularly and the quality went 
down for several years and finally got to 
the point of a boil only order,’ he said 


Several people in town have said they 
intend to continue using pumps, even 
when the new water system is operating. 


Mr. Gustafson didn’t think this was a 
good idea. ‘It’s too risky,’ he said, 
‘because many wells have gone bad. 
Before the sewer system was brought in 
in 1971, there were septic tanks and 
wells got polluted. The surface water in 
the spring does it too. One of the 
problems with septic tanks here is that 
the earth is shallow, with rocks. Where 
water has to travel through ground or 
sand, it has a much better chance of 
purifying itself.’ 


The water department has always 
been a town department, he pointed 
out, but the sewer never was. ‘It has 
been the Ministry's ever since it was put 
in. The PUC just did the billing.’ 


Mr. Gustafson is looking for more 
growth in the town now. ‘Water has 
been a deterent to growth,’ he said. ‘I 
look for the town to grow some, if not 
industrially , then residentially. There's a 
lot of industry along Highway 33 and 
people need a place to live.’

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Learn how to read the 
landscape like a book 


The landscape of Southern Ontario is 
a little like a blackboard that has been 
written on over and over again, with 
each successive layer of writing 
imperfectly erased and still partly 
legible through later layers, says Prof. 
Ward Chesworth, Department of Land 
Resource Science, University of Guelph. 
Geologists try to read through these 
layers, right back to the earliest one, in 
the hope they can reconstruct a piece of 
the earth's history. 


The latest marks that have been 
‘written’ on the landscape are the signs 
of the white man’s settlement of this 
country. Towns, industries and 
cultivated fields, roads and railroads all 
give Ontario the comfortable ‘lived in’ 
look we take for granted 


Prof. Chesworth points out this white 
man’s layer is really quite alien to the 
land underneath, a land first colonized 
by the Indian some 12,000 years ago. 
Even to these first comers that older 
landscape must have appeared alien 
and inhospitable, with its hilly moraines, 
gravel ridges and sheets of sandy 
outwash by unpredictable streams. 
There were no forests then, to soften the 
harsh features of the land, only a sparse 

Arctic type of vegetation slowly taking 
over where glaciers had been a short 
time before. 


Take off this glacial layer and beneath 
it you find sedimentary rocks that show 
that 400 million years ago there was no 
landscape here, only a seascape. A 
shallow sea covered all of Southern 
Ontario and organisms that lived and 
built reefs in it have left behind 
fossilized forms as their only memorial, 
points out the University of Guelph 
scientist. 


Probe beneath the sedimentary layers 
and you reach dry land again in the 
shape of gently rolling hills and valleys 
that may be as much as 800 million years 
old. Prof. Chesworth says we don’t 
know what it looked like precisely, but 
to our eyes it would have appeared very 
bare and uninviting. There would have 
been no trees, no flowers and no grass, 
all of which were still hundreds of 
millions of years into the future. 


If you look closely at the rocks that 
form this ancient landscape you find 
clues to an even earlier one in the form 
of granite, a rock that originates in the 
deep core of mountain chains, and 
basalt, the commonest of all volcanic 
rocks. They show that more than a 
billion years ago Ontario was a 
mountainous land with active volcanoes 
throwing out streams of molten lava. 
And structures in the rocks show that 
these mountains and volcanoes were 
preceded by earlier ones going back 
to two anda half and perhaps even three 
billion years ago. 


At this point the landscape becomes 
unreadable and no record can be found 
of earlier Ontario landscapes. What did 
it look like four billion years ago? We 
have no direct way of knowing, but 
some geologists have suggested that it 
probably resembled the surface of the 
moon, pockmarked with craters and 
covered in loose rubble, a far cry from 
the countryside we know today.

Baha’i faith uses 19 month calendar 


Last week, the Scanner printed asmall 
item about the springtime celebration 
of a new year by the members of the 
Bahai’ Failth oin the Tyendinaga 
Reserve. 


The idea of a new year in the spring 
intrigued us. It seems like a much more 
reasonable time to start a new year, 
when the world is starting out againona 
new life cycle. So we did some inquiring 
to find out the how and why of the 
Bahai’ calendar, 


The calendar used by the Bahai’ is 
made up of 19 months, with 19 days in 
each month. The extra days left over 
come at the end of their year...the end 
of our February. In some years, there are 
four of these intercalary days, in toers 
five, The intercalary days are days of 
socilizing...of paying special attention to 
the poor...and of giving gifts. 


Immediately following the intercalary 
days, there is a periof of fasting, during 
the 19 days from arch 2 to March 21. 
Then comes the celebration of a new 
year.

Bahai’ all over the world fast at the 
same time. They do not eat between 
sunrise and sunset, which is the 
beginning of a new day. There are 
exceptions. For example, if it would be 
injurious to health, if you are over 70, if 
yoiu are doing heavy manual labour. 
Fasting is left up to the discretion of the 
indivual, 


They call the new year Naw-Ruz, a 
translation of new year in Arabic. 


This year, the local celebration was 
held at the Council House on the 
Reserve. Evelyn Watts of Cobourg , 
doughter of Melba Loft and the late Jim 
Loft, conducted the proceedings and 
welcomed the guests. When Melba and 
Jim Loft first came to the Reserve, back 
in 1949, they were the oinly Bahai’ 
between Toronto and Ottawa. 


Entertainment was supplied by 
Rosemary Hunter, who has a school of 
ballet in Napanee, and six of her 
students. Slides of the Holy Land were 
shown. 


Some 80 people attended, Bahai’ and 
their frieds fro Kingston, Napanee, 
Belleville, Trenton, Brighton, 
Deseronto, Port Hope, Cobourg and 
Thomasburgh. 


There are no special foods associated 
with the new year. The hosts brought in 
the refreshments for the goet'together. 


The Bahai’ Faith is an independent 
world religion with followers in almost 
every country. It was incorporated in 
Canada in 1949, by an act of Parliament 


It has no clergy but, in a majority of 
the provinces, Bahai’ administrative 
bodies are entitled to perform 
marriages.

others.The differences among the 
present-day forms of religions they 
founded are in part the result of the 
varying social aspects of their messates 
and partly the product of human 
interpretation and limitation. 


They believe that each individual 
human being has the right and 
obligation to investigate reality for 
himself and they encourage their 
children to go to other churches and 
find out what they are all about. 


Another basic teaching is that 
mankind must actively work to abolish 
all forms of prejudice, whether 
religious, racial, class or national. 


In Canada, the most rapid expansion 
in Bahai’ membership in recent years 
has been among yoiuth and among the 
native people.

Pardon our slips 


In our story last week, about fire- 
fighting in Deseronto back near the turn 
of the century, we had several 
inaccuracies which have been drawn to 
our attention by S. Blake of Northport 
Road 


Mr. Blake grew up in Deseronto and 
he was kind enough to provide us witha 
great deal of informtion. We appreciate 
an opportunity to get the facts straight 


We said, in the story, that there was a 
hydrant outside his house with a tap 
on it, and, in case the hydrant froze up, 
there was a key on it and they would 
open it and put down a hot poker. 


Not so, says Mr. Blake. ‘We wouldn't 
have touched the hydrant. There was a 
pipe from the hydrant coming in to our 
property. It was our own pipe that 
would freeze, and it was down this pipe 
that we would put the hot poker.” 


And he does not recall a pumping 
station in Centennial Park, as reported 
in the story. 


Concerning sewers, there were some 
in town and they did serve the Rathbun 
family, but the Rathbuns did not live on 
Mill Street. 


pews were furnishings for the 
Solmesville Methodist Church, which 
had just been constructed on the north 
shore of Prince Edward County. 


The oak from those same pews is still 
in use today, but fora different purpose 
It has been made into a graceful 
staircase by the present owners, Thelma 
and Bob Williams. The staircase rises 
from the interior of the old church upto 
a gallery and a dormered extension, 
accommodating two bedrooms. 


The old building was used as a church 
until 1952. The Carruther’s diary 
contains frequent references to church 
and synod meetings there. Later it also 
served as a place for school concerts 
and, at times, as a polling booth 


For 10 years it stood empty, until it was 
bought, with a quarter acre of land, for 
$400 by the Williams. ‘The solid oak 
minister's chair alone is worth almost 
$400’ they estimate 


‘It said in the deed that if the church 
was sold it must be to someone of the 
same faith, so the first question we were 
asked was what faith we were,’ Bob said 


Over the years, the Williams have 
been working on it slowly, turning it 
into a retirement home. 


While they were still working in 
Toronto, they spent every weekend and 
holiday ‘in church’. Now they live there 
full time. 

They figure they have put about 
$50,000 worth of materials into the 


renovations.

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Despite foreign imports, high costs, 
tomatoes still offer opportunities 


Prince Edward County's tomato 
industry has faced many problems inthe 
last few years...competition from cheap 
imports...rising labour and production 
costs...and canning factories running 
close to the red 


But the four people who own and 
operate the Green Spot Nurseries, four 
miles out of Picton along Talbot Street, 
believe the tomato industry does have a 
good future..and are putting their 
money and their efforts into it 


Mr. and Mrs. Allen Hennessy and Mr 
and Mrs. Floyd Reed are in their second 
year of operation supplying tomato 
plants on contract to be planted on 
county farms. 


This year, they have contracted with 
Baxter Canning (Hardee) for one and a 
half million tomato plants which will 
supply enough for 200 acres of 
farmland. 


In addition to the four owners, the 
business now supplies full time 
employment for three people and 
seasonal employment for at least 35. 


When they bought their property, it 
was all bush which had to be cleared 
before they could start erecting glass 
greenhouse and poly buildings. The 
plants are all started in the glass houses 
because glass lets in more sunshine and 
is sturdier if there happens to be a 
weight of snow. 


Mr. Hennessy did not have a total 
figure of what the investment involved 
but said that one of the triple poly 
buildings alone cost $20,000. 


Then they had to get a good water 
supply. ‘We drilled a well,’ Mrs. 
Hennessy said, ‘and it supplies the new 
house we have built, the trailer house 
on the property and the twice-a-day 
watering the plants get.’ 


Heating for the young plants involved 
another capital investment. They have 
13 heating units using oil. Temperature 
in the poly buildings’ bed areas is kept 
about 79 degrees and, at noon, it often 
rises to 85 or 90 


‘This year has been hard on oil. Last 
year there was lots of sunshine,’ Mrs 
Hennessy said. ‘But this year we've 
needed more oil to keep the plants

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EDITORIAL 


“You've come a long way, baby’...but 
it sure took a heck of a long time in 
Ontario. 


After almost a century of non- 
progress in up-dating the laws 
governing the relationship between 
men and women in marriage, Ontario 
legislators finally passed substantial 
revisions. 


It was away back in 1884 when the last 
big substantial step concerning 
property was taken. The Married 
Women's Property Act was passed 
allowing married women to own 
property in their own right. 


One of the major financial problems 

during those past more than 90 years has 
been that married women didn’t have 
that much property to own. A husband's 
earnings and property accumulated 
from them were held to belong to him. 
A wife's earnings and property ac- 
cumulated from them belonged to the 
wife...a one-sided arrangement because 
of the much more limited opportunities 
{until fairly recently) for a mother to 
earn outside the home. Anything she 
earned IN the home...from baby-sitting 
or looking after boarders...belonged to 
her husband. 


And, if the marriage broke up, she was 
sometimes left holding not assets to 


look after herself and the children...but, 
frequently, the bag. 


The new family laws will provide a 
fairer, if still not wholly equitable 
sharing of property. The wife will still 
not have any share in the husband's 
business, investments or business bank 
accounts. They are not considered part 
of the family assets, even though 
he might not have been able to build up 
a business if she hadn't been holding the 
fort with the kids at home. 


There’s been a lot of ‘flak’ about the 
changes...some of it coming from men, 
but some from women too. They are 
concerned that there are inadequate 
guarantees for wives when they have to 
go to court to fight for their share. 


Most people will agree, however, that 
some changes were long overdue. In 
fact, some of the changes in ‘whose 
property is whose’ really don’t affect 
that many people any more. Most 
women are working outside the home 
now and building up their own share in 
the family and personal assets. 


And there's an optimistic note for the 
men too...the new laws make women 
responsible for supporting a needy 
husband as a husband is for supporting a 
wife. 


County educators, students meet at breakfast 


Prince Edward County educators and 
students met with representatives of the 
community over breakfast Monday, to 
mark the beginning of Education Week. 


The week is set aside by the Provincial 
Government to spotlight the réle of 
education across the province and to 
encourage dialogue between 
communities and schools. 


Harry Jacobs, the new Director of 
Education for Prince Edward County 
urged teachers and students to ‘listen 
and communicate’ with the community, 
in keeping with the theme of the week 
this year, ‘Speak to me of yourself’. But 
he urged parents and taxpayers to make 
their expectations for education known 
as well. 


‘| predict that in the next five to 10 
years, parents and taxpayers will 
determine what is taught in the schools,’ 
Mr. Jacobs said. ‘Since 1969, Education 
has become a much more local concern, 
and we want to know what taxpayers 
and parents feel.’ 


“We are all charged with your children 
for 13 or 14 years, and want to reflect 
what your expectations are,’ he said.

‘Most curriculum committees now 
include students and teachers,’ he 
continued, noting that this was tangible 
evidence of the changing trends in 
education.

The Ontario Municipal Board has 
changed the zoning to allow for the 
construction of the proposed A & P 
store on Main Street, Picton.

50,000 flowers...including 1,000 
geraniums and 17 other varieties...in 
addition to cauliflower, cabbage and 
other vegetables. 


They are planning to go to the 
Kingston market. with box plants and 
will take a canopied van to 
Amherstview. They will also have a 
roadside stand at their place of business. 


They have found that help is easier to 
get this year...a reflection of the 
unemployment picture in the county 
and elsewhere. 


‘We advertised in Deseronto, Picton 
and Belleville,’ Mr. Hennessy said, ‘and 
got about 70 replies.’ 


‘And this year, they have their own 
transportation,’ his wife added.‘Last 
year, we had to provide some of it.’ 


A lot of hard work goes into the 
pianting. Mr. Hennessy hand plants his 
tomatoes. He counts and measures 1,200 
seeds into an eleven by twenty-four 
inch flat, and gets about 1,000 (85% 
germination)from them. 


Before the soil is used, it is fumigated 
to kill all seeds already in it.

‘We did 85% of the work ourselves,’ 
Thelma said. ‘When we started, | didn’t 
even know what a ceiling joist was.’ 


‘We didn’t go into debt either,’ Bob 
said. ‘We'd buy the lumber or whatever 
we needed right then and use it up...get 
as much at a time as we could pay for.’ 


Although the outside entrance to the 
main part of the house is little changed 
.a frame vestibule with an arched 
doorway...the interior is radically 
different than it was when the 
Methodists did their singing and their 
praying there. 


As you enter the house, you can look 
down a centre hallway through the front 
part of the house into a high-ceilinged 
room with arched windows. On one 
side of the hallway are a downstairs 
bedroom and bathroom,on the other is 
an ultra-modern, small but efficient 
kitchen. Spice racks and cook book 
holders have been made from the hymn 
book racks which were on the back of 
the church pews. 


The large room at the end of the hall 
has a huge stone fireplace, going up to 
the high ceiling. 

‘We got the stones from Norton's old 
hop house, and built it ourselves,’ Bob 
said...and he thought the limestones 
used for the two-foot deep outer walls 
of the church had been quarried by 
penitentiary prisoners. 


The beams in the ceiling are hand- 
hewn cedar logs, dowelled together 
with wooden pegs. ‘Nails did not exist or 
were hard to come by back in 1866,’ he 
pointed out. : 


The old altar rail has been used for the 
open gallery at the top of the stairs, 
leading to the upstairs bedrooms and 
another bathroom. 


Through the years, they have put on 
other additions, as well as the front 
dormer rooms. There is a two-Car garage 
at the side, and an L-shaped extension at 
the back, reached through an original 
arched doorway with its two-foot depth 


of stone. 


The L-shape is about 44 feet by 37 and 
a half, and accommodates a family 
room, work room and utility rooms, as 
well as space for an indoor swimming 
pool, 15 by 30 feet. 


When finished, the pool will have 
brick walls and cedar deck and ceiling 
and will be heated by solar heat. 


‘We'll have it filled from outside,’ Bob 
said, ‘and just keep it topped up.” 


Two bathrooms and a swimming pool 
are a far cry from the plumbing facilities 
used when they first took over the 
house. They had a curtained off area and 
a chemical toilet then. 


‘We didn’t have water or electricty at 
first,’ Thelma recalls. ‘So we'd have a 
lantern up high near the ceiling in the 
old ‘light fixture. People going past 
thought there was a candlelight service 
going on in the old church. And we 
cooked on a camp stove.” 


They’ve been lucky with their water 
supply. ‘Some of the neighbours lost 
their water in droughts,’ Bob said, ‘but 
we seem to have lots and ours held.” 


They hada problem getting water into 
the house though. ‘We had to blast to 
put in the septic tank. The b ack hoe 
couldn’t do it.’ 


Heating for the house is hot water, 
supplied by a boiler which is housed ina 
former shed. 


The Williams both have high praise 
for the help, suggestions and concern of 
their neighbouts. ‘They were good to us. 
They opened their doors to us and, if we 
needed a bed ona Friday night, they had 
one ready.‘ :

Those accounting policies deemed to be significant are as follows: 
(a) Balance Sheet

(b) Accrual Accounting 


eflects the combined assets and liabilities of the Revenue Fund. Capital Fund and the Reserve 


The accrual method for reporting revenue and expenditure has been used with the exception of reporting of charges for net 


long term liabilities. Principal and interest charges on debentures outstanding are not accrued from the due date of the last 
payment to the end of the fiscal year. 


Expenditure is reported in the period in which goods were received, or the services rendered. Goods received during the period 
are charged directly to the appropriate expense accounts and no inventories of goods and supplies remaining on hand at the 
end of the period are reflected.

All data with respect to the operations of schools for the trainable retarded are incorporated in the financial statements for 
secondary schools. 


(d) Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets are charged to current expenditure unless financed by long-term debt. Principal and interest charges on net long- 
term liabilities are included in expenditure in the period due.

Fixed assets, described as capital outlay to be recovered in future years, are included on the Capital Fund Balance Sheet only to 
the extent of the balances of the related net long-term liabilities outstanding and of the related temporary financing at the end of 
the fiscal year. 
(e) Net Long-Term Liabilities 
Debentures are recorded as unmatured debenture debt in the year of sale. 
(f) Employees Sick Leave Credit Plans - Retirement Gratuities 
Under the Employees Sick Leave Credit Plan presently in existence, an academic employee, or any employee who is in a 
designated capacity of employment under Regulation 810 Section 20 (The Teachers’ Superannuation Act), having not less than 
five consecutive years of full-time service with the Hastings County Board of Education and who ceases to be employed by the 
Board because of age or who, for reasons of ill health acceptable to the Board and who, upon retirement, is entitle to a pension 
under the Teachers’ Superannuation Act shall be eligible to receive a retirement gratuity equal to one-half of the number of 
cumulative sick leave days accumulated with the Board to a maximum of 200 days multiplied by the employee's salary at the time 
of retirement and prorated as to the number of consecutive years of full-time service with the Board to a maximum of 20 years. 
This basis and formula is also applicable to non-teaching employees of the Board except that the maximum accumulated 
days is 240.

Frankie Francis feeling young 


Eighty-seven-year-old Miss Frankie 
Francis of Washburn Street, Picton , has 
found one of the secrets of a happy old 
age ... an interesting hobby 


For the past twenty years she has been 
a button collector. 


Until recently, the walls of her cozy 
little red house were covered with all 
kinds of buttons, mounted on special 
cards and framed. But she will be 
moving out of the house before 
summer, to make way for the new A& P 
store, and so she decided to sell part of 
her collection. 


‘| had no idea how much to ask for 
them,’ she said, ‘But Mrs. Prue Crawford 
from New York, who is one of the 
button judges at state fairs, told me $500 
would be fair for me and the buyer 
would be getting a good deal.’ So that 
was the price she asked, and got. 


Mrs. Crawford is the one who started 
her out on the hobby. ‘She used to visit 
her mother-in-law in Picton and she got 
me interested and helped me start.’ 


Frankie, as she is know to all her 
neighbours and friends, still has some of 
the mounting sheets, which were 
published by the National Button 
Society, and reproduced with the 
consent of author Mabel Esteen, who 
wrote for the ‘Button Bulletin’ back in 
the 60's. 


The cards resemble the pages in a 
stamp album ... each with about 16 
spaces for buttons to be attached as they 
are collected. Some cards are for flower 
categories ... others for vegetables or 
animals ... and there are a great variety 
of categories. 


On the Pear spot, on the card she still 
has, the button was metal with a dark 
velvet pear. 


Asked how she managed to collect all 
the buttons, she said, ‘If | went to your 
house to visit you I'd ask if you had a 
button box, and I'd come home with a 
handful of buttons.’ 


| sewed most of the buttons on,’ she 
said, turning over one of the cards... but 
do you know how those others are 
attached? They're held on by bent pipe 
cleaners.’ 


‘Some buttons have shanks, she 
pointed out, ‘others have holes for the 
thread. And some of the shanks were 
ones that you had to screw in.’ 


Buttons have been made from all 
kinds of materials. In her collection she 


had metal buttons with metal pictures 
and one with a velvet pear set in the 
metal. There were pearl buttons, 
colonial carved pearls, a fruit button 
with little jewels for berries, buttons 
with carved heads, and bone buttons. 


‘They used to use bone buttons on 
underwear and overalls,’ she recalled. ‘! 
think they must have sliced bones to 
make them.’ ; 


She had glass buttons too, black ones, 
lined with gold trim. ‘My mother was 
born in 1856 and | remember adress she 
wore when I was a little girl. Ithad blue 
glass buttons on it, something like a 
thimble, only round.’ 


And she had six big buttons about an 
inch and a half in-diameter. ‘They came 
from outfits my sisters wore in their 
teens. | think it was a flecked material in 
those suits.’ 


Collecting buttons is not her only 
hobby. She and her next door 
neighbour, Mrs. Dorothy Young, are 
ardent rug makers too, and go out to 
classes every second week. 


One rug Frankie displayed with pride 
had been made back in 1927 ... ‘Two 
years before my mother died,’ she 
recalled. The rug’s design incorporated 
the rose, the thistle, the shamrock and 
the maple leaf.

Prince Edward - Hastings PC’s back 


Ellis for their federal 


There was a lot of good old-fashioned 
political hoopla at the nomination 
meeting held by the Progressive 
Conservatives to name a candidate for 
the new Federal Riding of Prince 
Edward - Hastings. Crowds overflowed 
the auditorium at Belleville’s Centennial 
School and television screens carried 
the platform activities to the crowds in 
the cafeteria 


The election of a candidate has 
caused a great deal of speculation over 
the past weeks. Jack Ellis, MP for the 
former riding of Hastings, was 
challenged by Jim Taylor, MPP for 
Prince Edward - Lennox and, until his 
resignation, a cabinet minister with the 
Provincial Government. 


The lines of support were clearly 
drawn. Don King, Picton’s mayor, who 
had been in the race and then had 
withdrawn, and Clarke Rollins, MPP for 
Hastings - Peterborough were backing 
Taylor. On the other side of the 
platform, Ellis sat, with Robin Jeffrey, a 
former Provincial candidate, and 
George Hees, MP for the old riding of 
Prince Edward. 


Ellis sported a white carnation, edged 
with ‘Tory Blue’ and so did most of the 
other party executives on the platform. 


Taylor did not have a carnation 


The big majority of delegates on the 
floor wore Ellis badges and the walls of 
the auditorium were covered with 
pictures of Ellis with John Diefenbaker, 
Ellis with Joe Clark, and singles of Joe 
Clark himself. There were just the three 
different photos, but a fair number of 
each had been hung. 


Taylor supporters were not identified 
by badges and no pictures of the MPP 
were in evidence. 


The same pattern was carried out in 
the 10-minute speeches allowed for 
each of the two nominees. 


Ellis used the personal approach. 
‘Over the past six years, | have answered 
30,000 phone calls from you ... and twice 
as many letters and cards. | have lived 
here over 30 years and have been 
involved serving you for most of that 
time.’ 

‘When | put new industry in 
Deseronto, there was no help from the 
Federal Government. | am no stranger 
to Prince Edward either, and he 
named several projects there, including 
the Wellington dock, in which he had 
taken an active interest.

The Trudeau government doesn't care 
about the dignity of work. Today, it’s 
almost a crime to be a success.’ 


‘This is not to say that the poor and 
suffering should be ignored,’ he said 
‘But Trudeau has forgotten the real 
people of Canada, some of those who 
want to work for themselves. This 


country is becoming a socialized 
republic.’ 
Both the nominees stated their 


position on capital punishment. ‘| have 
voted three times for capital 
punishment in Parliament,’ Ellis said 
And from Taylor, ‘Surely cold-blooded 
murderers shouldn't be rewarded with 
comfortable quarters.’ 


The 812 delegates (224 from Prince 
Edward, 347 from Belleville, 173 from 
Hastings and 69 executive delegates) 
cast their ballots in six boxes, which 
were checked, found empty and locked 
in advance ... and the majority gave their 
support to Jack Ellis. No toials were 
publicized. 


George Hees was in top form and got 
the crowd behind him with his calls for 
... ‘Are we going to work?’ ‘Let me hear 
you say yes’ ... and ‘yes’ the crowd 
roared back at him 


And his quips kept the gathering 
laughing ... quoting one of the Liberals’ 
slogans as ‘show you care,’ he suggested 
the Conservatives reply ... ‘To show we 
care, let's dump Pierre,”

At a special sessin, held to set the 
budget and mill rate schedule for 1978, 
Adolphustown Council voted 
unanimously to advise the Lennox and 
Addington County Board of Education 
that the 17.15% increase in levy over 
1977 for educational Purposes is 
‘inflationary, exhorbitant, beyond the 
financial resources of the Township, and 
unacceptable.’ 


The resolution, passed by council, 
pointed out that ‘In view of the Province 
of Ontario, and especially Darcy 
McKeough’s recommendations to 
municipal councils and county school 
boards to practise restraint in setting 
budgets for 1978, and in view of anti- 
inflationary measures set by the Federal 
Government of Canada, the increase 
was unacceptable and that all townships 
within the area of the Lennox and 
Addington County Board of Education 
be informed of Adolphustown’s action 
and asked to endorse it if their increase 
is beyond the guidelines.’ 


The Provincial minister of education 
was to be advised of this decision, made 
in accordance with his directives for 
restraint.

is a soup-salad made of fresh 
cucumbers, tomatoes with peel and 
seeds removed, sweet peppers thinly 
sliced, and little rounds of bread 
moistened with water. These 
ingredients are seasoned with garlic, 
salt, pepper and cumin. A blend of oil 
and vinegar, chopped green onions and 
chervil is also added. The whole thing is 
served ice-cold. 


Bouillabaise — This soup is a different 
kettle of fish (pun intended) A saffron 
flavoured dish from the south of France 
it consists of several varieties of fish 
cooked in white wine, garlic, parsley 
and pepper, bay leaf, oil, tomatoes, 
saffron, fennel, thyme, onions and 
bread, among a few more things. Lovers 
of bouillabaise say that Venus, the 
goddess of love,invented it one day asa 
treat for her handsome husband, 
Vulcan, mainly with the purpose of 
inducing sound sleep in him, sleep 
which Venus planned to exploit to her 
own ends! 


Bourride — This is a simpler variation of 
the bouillabaise. It will consist of water, 
various small fish, onions, tomatoes, 
garlic, a Bouquet Garni, a little bitter 
orange peel, olive oil and saffron. After 
cooking the vegetables are passed 
through a sieve and the stock is 
thickened with egg yolks then poured 
into a soup tureen on slices of bread. 
The fish is served separately.
